Reputed pints—a twelfth of a gallon.

alcohol contuined in such a spirit and has the aroma and flavour natural to such a spirit. 

(2.) Hollands, genevu or gin is a rectified spirit distilled from a mash of cereal grains, sweetened or 
unsweetened, and has the aroma and flavour characteristic of such a spirit. 

(3.) Whisky is a spirit distilled from a mash of cereal grains and contains not less than 160 parts in 
100,000 parts by volume of the absolute alcohol in such spirit of volatile acidity, aldehydes 
furfural, ethers, and higher alcohols in the proportions as are natura] to such a spirit ; and has the, 
aroma and flavour natural to such a spirit. 

(4.) Rum is a spirit distilled directly,f1om sugar-cane products and contains the proportions of volatile 
acidity, aldehydes, furfural, and higher alcohol as are natural to such a spirit with not less than 
50 parts of ethers calculated as ethyl acetate in 100,000 parts by volume of the absolute alcohol 
contained in such a apirit, and has the aroma and flavour natural to such a spirit.

REMARKS. 





In the entire Population of the Colony, 66,181 were returned by the Census of 1911 as residing in 
the City of Georgetown (Environs and the Kitty Village) and the Town of New Amsterdam, 70,922, 


on the several Sugar Estates in the Colony, and 158,938 in the Villages and Settlements. 


According to the ages, 16,352 males and 23,570 females of 20 years and over, live in the towns, 
26,791 males and 17,326 females of | the same age on the Sugar Estates, and 52,068 males and 42,655 
females in the Villages ~~ Settlements. Of those under 20 years, 12,241 males and 14,018 females live 
in the towns, or males and 12,795 females on the Estates, and 32,255 males and 31,960 females in 


the Villages and Settlements. 


The most pepulous Village in the Colony was Buxton and Friendship Village, on the East Sea Coast 
of Demerary which contained 4,951 inhabitants and the most. populous Sugar Estate was Plan- 


tation Port Mourant, on the Corentyne Coast of Berbice, on which they were 4,985 inhabitants. 


The actual figures supplied by the Census of April, 1911, show a population of 296,041, of which

At the Penal Settlement the Chaplain 
holds school from 1 p.m. to 3 p.m. on 
Saturdays only. There is no provision 
in other prisons for education nor at the 
Penal Settlement for other than Con- 
victs, 


At the Penal Settlement remissions are 
granted to convicts only under a system 
similar to the English Mark System, and 
by order of His Excellency the Governor. 


Coroners’ Inquests have in every instance 
been held; the verdicts were that the 
deceased died from natural causes.

1. The following extras may be sanctioned by the Medical Superintendent to hard-working and 
deserving Inmates. : | 


(a) Lunch consisting of Biscuits to 2 ozs. and Sugar 4 to 1 oz, 
(b) Tobacco $ to 3 ozs. or sugur 4 to 8 ozs. weekly. 


(c) Once g fortnight. (1) Ginger beer consisting of Sugar 14 ozs., Ginger 4 oz., and Spice or Clove 
not to exceed 1 Ib. for the whole brew. (2) Sweet Bread consisting of Flour 2 ozs., currants 
4 oz., Sugar 4 oz., Butter ,', oz., and Lard not to exceed } Ib. for all. 


(d) Stimulants and medical comforts when necessary can be ordered in such quantities as may be 
absolutely requisite, but must be decreased or discontinued the moment the medical necessity 
for their use ceases to exist, viz. :—Whisky, Brandy, Rum, Gin, Meat Extracts, Eggs, Fruite 
and Ice, and Soda Water, Colony made. 


2. Condensed Milk may be used, the strength of which shall be not less than one tin to make five (5) 
pints, 


3. (1) If at any time it is necessary to alter any of the above diets or order special diets for parn- 
cular cases, the Medical Superintendent may do so, but shall report at once with full 
particulare to the Surgeon General. 


(2) Extra nourishment for the use of serious cases during the night must be specially ordered on 
the Medical History Card of each Patient requiring it, with directions as to the way it is to 
be given. ,

TuHers are 71 Post Offices in the Colony, of which 44 are Telegraph Stations, 49 are Money Order 
Offices, 50 Savings Banks, and 5 Travelling Offices. 


There is a Publie Telephone Exchange attached to the Post Office, Georgetown. Telephone rental is 
£7 108., £5 and £3 15s. for business premises, and £2 10s. for private residences within a radius of 2 
miles of the Exchange. In the case of Wires bevond the radius of 2 miles, additional charge is made 
per ; mile of 10s. 5d. where poles exist, and £1 0s. 10d. where new poles have to be erected und 
maintained. There are 600 renters on the Exchange. The Instrument in use is the double pole receiver 
and solid back transmitter. There is also a public Telephone Exchange attached to the New Amsterdam 
Post Office with 100 renters. The Post Office also maintains a Police Telephone Exchange with a 20-wire 
Switchboard and 26 instruments, and 181 other Telephones for Government use or private individuals. 


The length of Telegraph lines throughout the Colony is 549; miles approximately, and there are 12 
Cables with an aygregate length of 22} miles and having 53} miles of conductors. The aggregate length of 
| aerial Telephone Wire is 1,855} miles, the longest being 143 miles. There are also 53 miles Telephone Cable 
Jin Georgetown, the total length of pairs of conductors being 670 miles.

CANALS. 


‘There are three Canals on the Demerara River, two on the left bank, each 63 miles long, and one on tho right bank, 
4 miles long, all averaging 60 feet wide and running at right anzles to the river. They are used as waterways for naviga- 
tion and drainage by the Inland Estates. The cost of their maintenance falls on the owners of the Estates. The Canals 
on the left bank are within seven miles of the capital, Georgetown, and are included in a Polder Scheme to which the 
Estates’ owners pay rate:; that on the right bank, within five miles of it. 

A similar Canal one mile in length discharges into the Mahaica Creek at its mouth; also one aback of the Estates in 
the Mahnica District and one on the East Coast of Berbice. 

A canal, about 20 miles in length, rnns from Georgetown to the Savannah and Creeks to the south for the supply of 
water to the city for general purposes. There is one for a similar purpose aback of New Amsterdam also.

CABLE COMMUNICATION. 
In the matter of its cable communication, the colony is served by the West India and Panama 
Telegraph Company, under Government Subsidy. Messages transmitted (by the West India 


and Panama Telegraph Company) from Georgetown to Great Britain pass through the colonies 





of Trinidad, Grenada and St. Lucia, then through St. Croix, one of the Virgin Islands of the United 
States of America, and through Puerto Rico, also a dependency of the United States of America, 
to Jamaia. Messages next cross the Island of Cuba to Key West. in Florida, then piss overland to 


New York and finally are transmitted by cable from New York via Halifax to England. It is possible,

however, to send telegraphic messages from Georgetown to London via Bermuda by marking the mes- i 
sages “via Bermuda.” In this case, the messages are handed uver by the West India and Panama 
Telegraph Company in Jamaica to the Direct West India Cable Company who forward them to Bermuda, 
whence they are transmitted by the Halifax-Bermuda Cable Company to Halifax and thence to England, 
There is no all-British cable communication between Georgetown and London, but wireless telegraph 


messages can be transmitted from the colony to England through stations which are exclusively British.
